The program began with Bartok’s 
Bonatina and Allegro Barbaro, Sati’s 
Sonatina Bureaucratique, and De- 
bussy's Isle Joyeuse, The first Bar- | 
tok plece fllustrated the “healthful 
Menreat influence in modern music," 

ing constructed of folk tunes from 
Transylyania; the second one showed 
the “demoniacal spirit’ of the Mag- 
yar peasant. The form ef both is 
stark and undecorated, but the 
harmonies are “excruciating mod- 
ern.” Sati's number illustrated the 
sophisticated Frenchman, with his 
frony and bitter-sweet humor, whim. | 
sically parodying themes by Haydn, 
Puccini, Clementi and others; this 
was described as “a sonatina merely 
in narme—modern dissonance par- 
ading in classic guise.” Debussy was 
characterized as ‘the summit of im- 
pressionism.” 


As a second group Rovinsky. play- 
ed the Fairy King's Bal! by Korn- 
old, the Love of Three Oranges by 

rokofieff, the Cathedral by Orn- 
stein, Two Moods by &choenbersg, | 
and two contrasts by Casella, called | 
Grazioso and = Anti-Grazioso. The! 
Korngold piece was daiplayed as “the 
frivolous waltz spirit of pre-war | 
Vienna frollicking with Straussian 
rhythmie changes and harmonies.” 
Prokofieff showde “the spirit of 
Victor Herbert interpreted through 
the grim Russian temperament.” 
Ornetein illustrated “modern trane- 
lating the element of fear,—what 
Lafcadio Hearn called the ‘Gothic 
Horror’"’. This piece was charactar- 
{zed as a splendid specimen of aton- 
ality. The two modes of Schoenberg 
represented the ‘‘futilism of modern 
German impressionism,” but the 
economy of material and the closely 
knit structure were praised na of 
paramount interest to the student 
of music. The Caselln jleces were 
described as “rather trite specimens 
of thé modern Itallan school, which | 
strives to combine new wine and old |

Experiment a 


Signal Success 


Some time ago New York had the 
experience of listening to an en- 
semble of sighteen grand planes 
under the direction of Walter Dam- 
rosch. It was regarded as a unique 
experiment rather than as any kind 
of a serious attempt to compete for 
the honors of the orchestra, How- 
ever, eighteen grand pianos tn full 
action were an imposing array ond

to the tremendous tumult. On Tues- 
day night of last week In Massey 
Hall, Toronto, the same experiment 
was repeated on a less pretentious 
scale at the Associated Artists’ Musi- 
cale sponsored by the Gyro club of 
Toronto for charity purposes. Five 
pianos were used and additional in- 
terest was lent the event by the fact 
that some of Toronto's finest pian- 
ists, Ernest Seitz, Alberto Guerrero, 
Viggo Kihl, Reginald Stewart and 
Madame Norah Drewett-De Kresz, 
were the rformers, while Dr. Er- 
nest MacMillan conducted. 


; Misgivings Dispelled 
Any misgivings one might have 


had concerning the venture were 
soon dispelled, for the experiment 
was a signal success. Dr. MacMi!l- 
lan had arranged his program along 
the lines of a concerto for piano and 
orchestra, drawing on the works of 
Chopin. The ensemble of five pianos 
opened with the vigorous Polonaise 
in A Major. This was followed by 
a succession of solo groups by Reg- 
inald Stewart (Valse in C Sharp 
Minor and Valse in D Flat Major), 
by Alberto Guerrero. (Impromptu in 
F Sharp and Ftude in G Flat), and 
Madame Norah Drewett-De Kresz 
(Berceuse and Mazurka in F Minor), 
leading to the five piano ensemble 
performance of the Etude in F 
Minor. A solo group by Viggo Kihl 
(Nocturne in D Flat and Etude in F 
Major) and by Erneer* Seitz (Prelude 
in F Major and Etude in © Minor) 
prepared the way for the stirring 
finale by all pianos, the Polonaise in 


A Fiat. 
Musical Treat 


The performance itself was noth- 
ing less than a musical treat. The 
Polonnise in A Major served as a 
heroic introduction and the amazing 
fashion in which the dramatie ef- 
fects of this piece were built up 
made it early apparent that Dr. Nuc- 
Millan in his arrangement had not 
been content with mere unison. Each 
Piano had a part to play no less than
